The Corn Root Worm. 

The corn root worms abe*’Un- 
doubtedly the most serious insect 
pest with which com growers 
have to contend. 

The presence of root w<yms 
in a held is generally indicated 
by the withering of the young 
plants, the failure to produce well 
developed ears, or a geneaal re- 
tarding of the growth without 
any visible cause- 

The root worms are small slen- 
der, white and about A inch 
long when they are full grown. 
Infested stalks of corn may be 
pulled out easily and will break 
off at the place where the worm 
is at work, leaving the greater 
part of the root in the soil. 

A continuous cropping of corn 
on the same ground will soon in- 
crease the number of .mot worms 
to an alarming extent and conse- 
quently decrease the yield.
